Reception for Effect. 


The reception to the workmen at Tsarskoe 
Selo was : beforehand to give it 
the fullest possible public effect. The minis- 
ter of finance directed the chief employers 
of labor to select two of the best workmen 
out of every thousand and prepare them to 
vistt the winter palace, but not telling them 
they would be presented to the czar.

COURT ON REBATES 


MISSOURI PACIFIC MAKES LOWER 
GRAIN TARIFF TO GULF PORTS. 


Will Carry Cereals trom Omaha te New 
Orleans for 11 Cents a Handred 
Pounds—A Reduction to 16 Cente 


Through Chicago May Be Introdvced 
to Meet It-Action of Rock Island | 


and Northwestern Arenses Ill Feel- 
The railroad war now going on between 
lines leading from the corn belt to the gulf 
of Mexico and the lines leading to Chicago 
and the Atlantic seaboard has become from 
the magnitude of interests involved and the 
losses to the roads the most destructive war- 


fare ever waged in the west. 
Yesterday the Missouri Pacific telegraphed 


a tariff to the interstate commerce commis- | 


sion at Washington, giving a rate of 11 cents 
a hundred pounds from Omaha to New Or- 
leans, 10 cents to Memphis and Little Rock, 
and 5 cents to St. Louis. When the war be- 
gan the rates were 18 cents from Omaha to 
New Orleans, and 8 cents from Omaha to 
St. Louls. Then came a number of reduc- 
tions, the last being 18% cents from Omaha 


4 to New Orleans. It was this rate which the 
Chicago lines met when they announced the 


through rate of 18% cents from Omaha to 


New York. It the Chicago. roads meet the 


last cut of the Missouri Pacific they will have 


to go to 16 cents from Omaha to New Tork. 


It has been the open policy of the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul and Chicago and 
Great Western to follow the gulf roads down 
to the bottom, and it is expected that new 
rates will be on their way to 
before tonight. 

New Cut Causes Bitterness. . 

The action of the Rock Island, which was 
followed yesterday by the Chicago and 
Northwestern, in cutting, rates from Iowa 
points to Chicago 1 to 4 cents a hundred 
pounds aroused more bitterness among the 
railway men than any move heretofore made 
in the war. Some of the biggest Chicago 
shipping concerns allied themselves together 
and agreed to support the Milwaukee and 
St. Paul and Great Western on the through 
Omaha business. 

It was claimed that the reductions were 
made in order to retaliate on those roads 
which had led the fight for low through rates, 
If the entire traffic in grain from the west 
can be demoralized it is said that peace 
will come that much sooner, hence.the Rock 
Island's move. At the offices of that com-: 
pany it was stated that the reductions were 
made simply to protect the lowa farmers 
against the extremely low rates now being 
made from Nebraska points. The Rock 
Island’s new tariff is from lowa points to 
Chicago, while the new tariff of the North- 
western is from Iowa points to the Atlantic 
sea board. 

Railroad Losses Uncertain. 

The amount the railroad companies will 
lose on account of the war will depend largely 
upon sales by the farmers.

FAVORS SHIFTING OF RATES. 


Cincinnati Man, Representing Shippers, | 


Tells Congress Committee to Stop Dis- 
crimination Against Localities. 


— 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 1.— The senate 
committee on interstate commerce today 
continued its hearings on railroad rate legis- 
lation. James J. Hooker, chairman of the 
Recetvers and Shippers’ association of Cin- 
cinnati, favored a readjustment of rates to 
meet cases where certain localities were dis- 
criminated against, by giving to the inter- 
state commerce commission full authority to 
make such adjustments. He urged the pas- 
sage of the Esch-Townsend bill. 

Chairman Elkins asked: What would you 
do if all of your mohey was tied up in rail- 
road stock, if some other man had the power 
to fix the rates of your road?“ 

Lou are asking a hypothetical question," 
said Mr. Hooker. 

No. I am not. I know men who own 
two-thirds of the stock of a railroad, half 
of the stock, and one-fourth of the stock. 
It you were in the position of these men 
would you hold on to the stock or would you 
sell?“ asked Senator Elkins. 

There would be no panic in stock as the 
result of the passage of tue bill,“ said Mr. 
Hooker. “These men would hold on to 
their stock and see how the matter worked 
out. If unsatisfactory they would depend 
upon further amendments or a repeal of 
the law.” 

Business organizations of Cincinnati have 
indorsed the attitude of President Roosevelt 
toward the preposition to regulate railroad 
freight rates. 

The house committee on the judiciary au- 
thorized a favorable report on a bill requir- 
ing all corporations other than railroads 
engaged in interstate commerce to make 
annual reports to the commissioner of corpo- 
rations.
